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REMARKS 


Claim status 


Claims 1 -1 5, 18-23 and 28 were pending in this matter on the date of the Office Action. 
The Examiner has indicated that claims 3 and 9 would be allowabJe if in independent form. For 
that reason, claim 1 is amended above to incorporate the limitations of claims 1 8 and 3, making 
it an independent equivalent of claim 3, and rendering it allowable. 

Similarly, claim 28 is amended to incorporate the limitations oi' claims 1 9 and 9, making 
it an independent equivalent of claim 9. and rendering it allowable. 

With these amendments made, claims 3, 9, 18 and 19 arc cancelled. 

Claims 4, 7 and 10 arc amended to cither change claim dependencies or to conect 
antecedent basis problems. 

New dependent claim 29 is identical lo claim 2 and depends from independent claim 28 
CTcactly as claim 2 depends from claim 1 . 

35 DSC §102 Rejections 

Goodson (US 636,133) 
Claims 1, 2, 18, 19 and 28 stand rejected as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 636,133 to 
Goodson ("Goodson ' 1 33"). These rejections are mooted by Ihe iiicoiporation of the claim 3 
atid 1 8 limitations into claim 1 and by the incorporation of the claim 9 and 19 limitations into 
claim 28. 

In view of the foregoing arguments the applicant submits that the claims are in a 
condition to pennit allowance. Therefore the applicant requests early and favorable disposition 
of diis application.
